When the S.S. Brasil, one of the most luxurious cruise ships ever built, makes its maiden voyage to the 
country after which it is named, it will give South America-United States travel a glamour heretofore un- 
available.

A huge tray at the top of this construction fifty-seven feet long and twenty-four feet wide, riding one 
hundred feet above the water line, is actually a solarium. Since twenty-seven out of the thirty-one days of 
the complete South American cruise are usually ideal for sun bathing, this sun-worshippers’ paradise 
will be a very popular spot on the boat.

January 1, 1957, was the first 
full day of operation of the Paulo 
\fonso power project, a boon to 
the Northeast of Brazil. On the 
day before, water had been run 
across the dam to start the final 
phase of this huge hydroelectric 
system, which is providing power 
for the cities of Recife, Salvador, 
Aracaju, Maceio, Joao Pessoa, 
Campina Grande and others. 

These are the leading cities of 
this area of Brazil. The project, 
it is hoped, will raise the per 
capita income of the area as well 
as slow down the migration south- 
ward. It may also accelerate the 
plans to exploit the rich bauxite 
ore of the area. 

In May President Kubitschek 
threw the switch which opened 
the Peixoto hydroelectric plant, 
rated at 80,000kw, on the Rio 
Grande River in the State of 
Minas Gerais near the border of 
the State of Sao Paulo. It was the 
largest single power project to be 
built in Brazil and is already

Atomic energy also came to
